CAPE KENNEDY UPI — Gemini 6 astronauts 
Walter Schirra and Thomas Stafford streaked into space 
orbit with perfect launch today and began a 100,000- 
mile chase to catch up with Gemini 7 and rendezvous 
nose-to-nose. 


After two heartbreaking- failures on the pad, Gem­ 
ini 6 performed magnificently and thundered off at 
8:37 a.m. EST on a cloud of smoke. Six minutes later, 
Schirra and Stafford were in orbit on a loop-the-loop 
pursuit of Gemini 7 astronauts Frank Borman and 
James Lovell.

Joan 
Booth, R.N., and M argaret Lau- 
inger, R,N. 


According to the suit, the hos­ 
pital “ was guilty of willful and 
w anton negligence in failing to 
supervise its em ployes.” 


It said Dr. A bram s drained 
ether from an operating room 
m achine into a partially used 
bottle of anesthetic and then put 
the bottle beck on the shelf. 


The bottle erf the lethal m ix­ 
ture w as then used for injec­ 
tions by Dr. Goodwin and nurse 
Booth, the suit continued. 


The Bruneel asked the d a m ­ 
ages for loss of “society and 
com panionship” of the victim s. 
They also said they had invest­ 
ed large am ounts of money in 
school, clothes, shelter, food and 
the funeral. 


The two doctors w ere both 
relieved of their duties at the 
hospital following the accident.

Tn 20 years Michigan’s dairy farms have lost 365,- 
000 cows from their herds. The process, of course, 
washed out a loL of farms and a lot of herds completely, 
wliile other farms and herds grew. The net result was 
this huge decrease in the number of dairy cattle. 


But the volume of milk production in this double 
decade didn’t diminish. In 1945 Michigan’s cows aver­ 
aged only 5,6(X) pounds of milk a year and at present 
they’re producing an average of 9.200 pounds. Tliis is 
a great triumph of farm inipi’ovement. but obviously 
the process has put a lot of dairy farmers out of bus­ 
iness.

Uairying accounts for 28 per cent of all the f;irm 
income in Michigan. In the Upper Peninsula it is much 
greater—alx)ut 50 per cent—because tlie U.P. has a 
lieavy dependence upon its diiiry herds for cash income, 
lacks the lx)vver Peninsula’s sources of farm income 
from apples and small fruits, sugar beets, peppermint, 
beans, corn and other crops. 


Beef cattle farming has come in to use some of tlie 
Upper Peninsula grasslands abandoned bv marginal 
dairy operations, but this industry still is a younger 
brother to dairying, althougli one with a lot of gi'owth 
signs.

The recent U.P. milk marketing oi'der hearing in 
Green Bay showed the Upper Peninsula’s dairy fai’ining 
in difficulties. The U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
which administers the milk marketing orders, was asked 
at the hearing to ease these difficulties by not enforcing 
a 20 cents a hundredweigiit pi-ice reduction in the ordei' 
effective Dec. 1. Anything which provides half of our 
Peninsula fann income ($16 million o)’ more) should 
concern economic planners and the testimony at the 
Green Bay milk hearing showed the size of dairy farm 
troubles. 


The feed situation is vserious, especially in the east­ 
ern U.P. The price situation is also serious and the 20 
cent cut would mean a $2 a da\' loss to most U. P. dairy­ 
men in an already marginal situation.

The bare knuckles economist may say in this sit­ 
uation: “I^ t the able survive,” but the condition of 
change is national, and if dairy farming is to remain 
the mainstay of U.P. agi-iculture that it has been for a 
half century it must keep fanners on the land in suffi­ 
cient numbers to assure a large volume milk supply in 
the dairy areas. A trickle of milk is no longer useful. 
Today’s processing and marketing facilities are set up 
to move large volumes al low’ cost. 


The best dairy farm in the world in an isolated 
situation, then, is in trouble. We ai’e fighting to keep 
the largest possible number of our best dairy fai-mers 
on the land in a condition of sufficient income to make 
their life attractive. Tliis is one of the l)est ways we’ve 
found to convert the grow’ths of our nortliern lands— 
the grasses and roughage and grains—into sale:ible 
products.
